ALUMNI  BOARD  ADOPTS  1971  GOAL 

At  its  January  meeting.  The  Executive  Board  of  the  Alumni  Association  adopted 
a  goal  of  $30,000  to  be  raised  in  calendar  year  1971.  Harold  Shreckengast  '50, 
a  partner  in  Price,  Waterhouse,  Inc.  of  Philadelphia,  reported  on  the  1970 
Fund  totals  and  urged  adoption  of  the  higher  goal  for  this  year. 

Shreckengast  stated,  "our  alumni  are  interested  in  seeing  Lycoming  move  ahead 
and  they  have  demonstrated  this  by  giving  more  this  vear  to  the  annual  fund 
than  they  have  ever  given  previously  Our  giving  potential  in  tremendous. 
This  high  total  was  achieved  with  onh   12"  ut  mir  alumni  contributing.  We 
want  to  get  that  percentage  up  in  1971  also." 

"Alumni  will  be  given  several  opportunities  throughout  the  year  to  make  their 
contribution  to  their  alma  mater.  A  gift  of  any  size  is  greatly  appreciated 
and  all  gifts  are  needed  to  put  us  over  the  top."  he  said. 


NEW  DONORS  INCREASE  FUND 

This  year's  annual  giving  report  shows  an  increase  in  donors.  This  increase  is 
due,  in  large  part,  to  those  people  who  sent  in  their  first  gift  to  the  College. 
Some  have  been  away  from  their  alma  mater  for  a  number  of  years,  but 
decided  in  1970  to  send  their  initial  gift.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  an 
annual  concern  of  theirs  and  that  more  and  more  alumni  will  include  the 
Lycoming  College  Fund  in  their  list  of  charitable  gifts  for  1971. 


TWO  FOR  ONE 

About  500  companies,  both  large  and  small,  now  have  matching  gift  programs 
as  a  part  of  their  effort  to  support  higher  education.  The  plan  is  very  simple: 
for  every  dollar  ( within  stated  limits )  given  to  an  institution  by  an  employee, 
the  employer  also  gives  a  dollar.  Some  companies  will  match  only  alumni  gifts; 
others  will  match  gifts  of  any  employee.  Matching  gift  forms  and  instructions 
are  available  at  participating  company  locations. 

In  1970,  Lycoming  received  matching  gift  support  from  twenty-three  companies. 
In  some  instances,  the  same  company  matched  gifts  from  several  different 
employees.  We  urge  all  donors  and  prospective  donors  to  find  out  whether 
their  employers  have  matching  gift  programs.  There  is  no  easier  or  less 
painful  way  to  double  your  gift. 


TELETHONS  TO  BE  CONTINUED  IN  1971 

The  Alumni  office  will  be  expanding  the  telethon  approach  to  fund  raising 
begun  in  1970.  Alumni  Association  President  Dan  Fulrz  '57,  treasurer  of 
Wells  College,  Aurora,  New  York  urged  "that  we  use  even'  means  possible  to 
tell  the  story  of  Lycoming  College  to  her  alumni  in  a  personal  way."  He 
stressed  that  the  direct  mail  appeal  is  not  the  only  answer  to  today's  great 
need  for  funds.
